ized and minimized as much as pos- 
sible, so that undue excitement of the 
Chinese people may bo prevented and that 
the least possible loss to the commerce 
and Intercourse of the world will be 
occasioned.

At the tame time th:s 
Government 


:nformed all the Powers signatories of the 
protocol at Peking of its action and rer 
quested similar action on their part. 


No answer to the above note in ad- 


dition to those received up to yesterday 
had been received at the State Depart- 
ment.

TOOK NO CHANCES. 


Those who havo been looking over 


the State with reference to the indi- 
cations attending the May primaries 
have located an interesting condition 
of affairs in Orange county. In every 
other county in the State the elections 
this year will Include the selection of 
either two or three Supervisors, for 
under the State law only a certain 
percentage of each Board goes out of 
office every two years so as to ensure 
the proper and systematic running of 
county affairs. 
To put out o£ office 


an entire board and place county ad- 
ministrations in the hands of a set of 
new officials might prove disastrous— 
hence the way the law was framed. 


In Orange county though there will 


be no Supervisorial elections this year, 
for the entire board goes in and out 
every four years, all laws to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 
The way this 


comes about Is as follows: Orange is 
one of the many new counties that 
were added to the State loss a dozen 
years or so ago, its te.rri'.»ry consist- 
ing of area that formerly belonged to 
Los Angeles. When the first election 
for Supervisors came off il was neces- 
sary therefore to select a full board 
of five and this was 
doi o with the 


understanding that the five men would 
then get together and in ''he custom- 
ary way draw for the short and long 
terms. 
No dissent was ex-pressed or. 


this point by the nominees and when 
they were duly elected they met to de- 
cide which three should held office for 
four years .n.nd who were to he the un- 


ucky ones and only secure the two 
year terms. 


When the subject of drawing lots 


came down to real business there was 


hitch. Each man thought he might 


be one of the short termers and want- 
ed to avoid such a contingency If pos- 
sible so Instead of resorting to the 
game of chance suggested by the law 
they argued to see if there was not 
some other way of meeting the diffi- 
culty. The result of all this talk waa 
that adjournment was taken without 
action of any description, an outcome 
that also attended the second, third 
and fourth sessions. 


Tn'en one of the members offered the 


suggestion that they dispense 
with 


the drawing of lots altogether 
and 


each man serve out a full term. This 
was of course satisfactory enough to 
them but not to the District -Attorney 
who puzzled his head to find a way 
to compel them to allot the terms. 
It 


was evident that as each Supervisor 
had been elected without reference lo 
short or long term there was no way 
to segregate them individually and ex- 
amination of the law did not Aiow.a 
method by \vhirh they- could be com- 
| pelled to draw lots. 


The upshot was that although much 


was said nothing was ever done and 
the mpinhors of the first board each 
served out n, full l"rm. 
When Iheir 


siH'cossors 'jatnc along, they did like- 
wise und sr, it has been ever since and 
probably will sn remain. 
The politi- 


cians of San Francisco and I^os Anr 
geles may think they know all there 
is worth learning about the game but 
it takes a ron-.olo county like Orange 
to dig up a proposition of this ktnil 
and c a r r y ' i t through successfully.

NEW YORK, February 13.—T.he Appel- 


late division of tha Supreme Court in this 
department has sustained a demurrer en- 
tered by the publishers of a newspaper 
here to a fuit instituted ae-ainst it by 
Professor Oscar i.ovel! Triggs. of the 
University' of Chicago, for allege*' dam- 
ages sustained on account of editorial 
comments upon Professor TriBSs' poetry. 
In the demurrer it was contended that 
the cmments Professor Triggs 
com- 
plsined of were not libeious. This de- 
murrer, after being' overruled in special 
term, is sustained by the appellate di- 
vision. 
In its opinion, which is written by Jus-

Through New Process. 


The Inventors of a method by which 


milk ia now being solidified on a consid- 
erable scale confidently believe that their 
discovery -will not only abolish the many 
dangers of rho dairy, but will eventually 
do awaV with the dairy 
Itself. 
They 
are confident, says the San Francisco 
Call, that the day oC liquid milk is over. 
People who have tried to solidify milk 
before have employed too low* a* temper- 
ature in their fear of d. composing Its 
fats and sugars, and in. cor.sequence, have 
failed. But. by the Just-J i at maker pro- 
cess the liquid milk is 
whisked round 
polished cylinders kept at a fierce heat 
by steam, and comes off in a few seconds 
in the 
form 
of a continuous creamy- 
white sheet five feet in width. This is 
reduced to powder, and may be com- 
pressed into cakes. 
The feature of the product is that It 
is still potentially milk—the whole milk 
and nothing1 but the milk, and to make 
new milk at any timo it is only neces- 
sary to a d-d the seven parts of water 
which have been evaporated. 
The result is said to be <timcult to dis- 
tinguish 
from 
fresh 
milk. 
Its creara 
rises naturally, and it may be made into 
butter or cheese. The powder and cakes 
keep indefinitely, and samples have been 
sent round the world and kept for three 
weths in Shanghai, returning quite fresh. 
Obviously it is impossible LO water, skim 
c,; 
1 a3uleratc solid milk, and a fact to 


whic.i the inventors attach extreme Im- 
portance i? that all attempts to cultivate 
m;on>bes on K have failed. 


USE OF HYPNOTISM 


In the Detection of Crime Has Become 


General in Abysinnla. 


M. Ilk, confidential man of Emperor 
Menelik. who is at present in Switzer- 
land, has made some in ("resting state- 
ments relative to the role which hyp- 
notism plays in the detection of crJmo 


In Abyssinia, reports Public Opinion, In 
that countrj'i according- to M. ll<t, there 
are regularly recruited a number of chil- 
dren about 10 years of OKO who are train- 
ed for the purpose of discovering crlm- 
Imils. Thescr crime discovers aru called 
"lubasohn," -and are relied upon, while 
under the Inlluenco o£ hypnotism, to de- 
tect malefactors. 
As an example of their powers, it is 
recited that ono of the laba-scha. recently 
discovered an Incfiuliary who had llred 
some houses ne;ir Adis-Ababa. The boy, 
immediately after ueinpr hypnotixed and 
told what 'ho had to do. started 
forth 
at a sharp run in the direction of Harrar. 
Near this place he turned into a cross- 
road, jumped into a Held aud seized a 
laborer who was peacefully working: In 
the place. 
This man subsequently con- 
fessed the crime of i\hich he was accused, 
arson. On another occasion nn assassina- 
tion followed by theft was committed In 
the neighborhood of Adis-Ababa. 
A la- 
basclm was called into service and hyp- 
notized, 
and 
immediately 
thereafter 
started forth, visiting all the religious 
temples and many private houses, and' 
finally lying down before the door of a- 
house, the owner of which was at the 
time not at home. 
Upon the return of 
the latter he was arrested and although 
he a.t iirst protested his innocence, he 
subsequently confessed 
the. 
crime 
of 
murder and robbery. 
His route after 
the commission of the crime was traced 
and it was found to be tho identical one 
taken by the labaselia before falling In 
front of' the murderer's door, where, In. 
fact, the criminal himself had fallen, tor- 
tured by remorse.

Only pa'.ms and ferns assist, this at- 
mosphere and look really well. 
Other 
green plants, although, porhaps, beau- 
tiful In themselves, take away rather 
than add to the general effect of an ar- 
tistic, drawing room.
